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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of 2,4-dihydroxyacetophenone in the reply filed on July 16, 
2007 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Status of Claims 

2. Currently, claims 1 , 2, 6, 1 0, 1 1 , and 23 - 29 are pending. Claims 6, 1 1 , 26 and 
29 - 39 are withdrawn as being drawn to non-elected subject matter. Claims 1, 2, 10, 
23 - 25 and 27 - 28 are currently under examination. 

Specification

Drawings 



2. The drawings are objected to because chemical structures should be included in 
the text of the specification. Figure 23 is also objected to because possibilities for R2 
are listed but no R2 reference character is included in the figure. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d).

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Claim Objections 

3. Claim 25 is objected to because of the following informalities: applicant must 
insert the appropriate structure into the claim. Reference to a figure with a definition of 
Z, n, R and R1 is not appropriate. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 2 nd 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant does not define the term 'substituted derivatives' and 
it is unclear as to what the applicant means by the term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moller et al. 
(WO 03/030845 A1, published April 17, 2003). 

Moller et al. describes agents for hair dying with aromatic or heteroaromatic 
aldehydes and/or ketones with a second compound (4-aminopyrazoline-5-ones). This 
anticipates the compositions of the instant application of hydroxyaryl or polyhydroxyaryl 
with an alkylcarbon side chain attached at the first carbon atom of the alkyl side chain. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. Claims 1 , 2, 10, 23 - 25 and 27 - 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Moller et al. 

Moller et al. relates to agents for dying keratin-containing fibers with compounds 
of formula I. The combination of AR = benzene (pg 3, paragraph 4, In 1), R 1 = Ci - C 4 
alkyl (pg 3, paragraph 5, In 1), R 2 and R 3 = hydroxyl (pg 4, paragraph 1, In 4) and X = 
direct connection (pg 4, paragraph 2, In 1) yields the elected species of 2,4- 
dihydroxyacetophenone.

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These compounds are used in creams, emulsions and gel (page 18, paragraph 4, In 5 
- 7). Additionally, the compositions can also contain metal ions such as copper, zinc, 
iron and manganese (page 24 paragraph 3, In 6). Moller et al. does not teach the use of 
these compounds as a topical Matrix Metalloprotease, MMP, Inhibitor. The claims of the 
instant application are broadly drawn to a composition and MMP inhibitor does not 
impart any additional structural limitations. The prior art disclosure is not anticipatory per 
se because too much "picking and choosing" is required for the combination of AR, R 1 , 
R 2 , R 3 and X. That being said, however, it is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
combine AR, R 1 , R 2 , R 3 and X as they contained within the metes and bounds of the 
disclosure of the prior art. and therefore the recitation by Moller et al. of the particular 
compound renders obvious the claims of the instant application. 



Conclusion 



Claims 1 , 2, 10, 23 - 25 and 27 - 28 are rejected and claim 23 is objected to.
